This  does  not  pretend  to  be  a  complete  history  of 
all  the  Coxes  in  Pennsylvania.  To  compile  such  a  his¬ 
tory  would  be  far  beyond  the  physical  and  the  financial 
resources  of  the  writer.  His  efforts,  therefore,  have  been 
confined  to  the  progeny  of  Joshua  and  Elizabeth  (Span- 
ogle)  Cox.  The  facts  and  traditions  of  the  Joshua  Cox 
family,  moreover,  fall  within  the  scope  of  the  writer’s 
experience  and  his  ability  to  record  them  with  some 
degree  of  accuracy.  It  is  regretted  that  there  are  omis¬ 
sions  or  partial  facts  in  these  genealogies  but  the  failure 
is  due  to  human  weakness;  therefore,  the  criticism  must 
be  shared  by  many.  The  task  has  been  extremely  pleasant 
and  profitable  to  the  historian  and  he  owes  deep  grati¬ 
tude  to  the  many  individuals  who  so  willingly  and 
patiently  shared  much  valuable  information,  together 
with  other  family  secrets.  He  has  had  a  delightful  ex¬ 
perience,  formed  pleasant  new  friendships  and  met  many 
very  good  people;  also  a  few  other  varieties. 

The  author  has  included  in  this  work  a  brief  his¬ 
tory  of  Spring  Mount,  known  to  the  older  people  as 
Cross  Roads. 

In  due  time,  posterity  will  give  a  proper  estimate 
of  this  history.  I  am  confident  that  it  will  be  tempered 

by  justice  and  mercy.

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INTRODUCTION 

This  is  the  story  as  gathered  from  family  Bible  records  in  the  hand¬ 
writing  of  our  ancestors,  from  fading  inscriptions  on  headstones  over 
neglected  graves,  from  the  soft  voice  of  tradition  whispering  out  of  days 
long  past,  and  from  the  living,  breathing  present. 

The  name  COX  is  of  Greek-Latin  origin,  conceivably  from  the 
Greek  word  KOKKOS  meaning  a  seed,  or  the  Latin  Cocus,  a  cock. 
It  appeared  in  French  history  before  the  Norman  Conquest  of  England, 
1066  A.  D.,  as  LeCoq,  LeCock,  Cokkys,  Cocks,  Coxe.  The  Early  Briton 
variants,  Coke  or  Cocke,  a  river,  later  became  Cox. 

Men  of  this  name  followed  William  the  Norman  to  England  to 
found  the  prominent  families  that,  in  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  centuries, 
had  become  distinguished  for  intelligent  and  militant  loyalty  to  conscience, 
church  and  king.  Certain  given  names  seem  also  to  have  been  handed 
down  through  succeeding  generations. 

Probably  the  most  outstanding  individual  of  our  family  name  in  that 
period  was  the  Richard  Cox  said  to  be  the  forebear  of  a  family  of  Coxes 
who  came  to  America  prior  to  the  Revolution.  An  intriguing  store  of 
family  history  and  tradition  lies  between  Richard  Cox,  the  English  bishop, 
and  Richard  Cox,  the  Pennsylvania  pioneer  farmer.  The  field  is  wide 
open  to  the  soul  who  is  hardy  enough  to  add  to  the  facts.  The  claim  to 
this  relationship  has  been  so  persistent  and  the  established  facts  are  so 
indicative  that  we  are  including  a  brief  historical  sketch  of  Richard  Cox 
of  England. 

This  “fighting  parson”  was  born  in  Whaddon,  Buckinghamshire,  in 
1500.  He  received  his  early  education  at  the  Benedictine  Priory  of  St. 
Leonard  Snelshal,  near  Whaddon.  He  attended  Eton  and  received  his 
B.  A.  degree  from  King’s  College,  Cambridge  University,  in  1524,  a  B.A. 
and  a  M.A.  from  Oxford  University,  in  1525  and  1526.  Later,  he 
received  the  B.D.,  1535;  and  the  D.D.,  1537,  both  at  Cambridge. 

A  Junior  Canon  of  Christ’s  Church,  Oxford,  Cox  was  forced  to 
leave  when  he  became  known  as  a  follower  of  the  doctrines  of  Martin 
Luther.  Later,  he  was  appointed  Headmaster  of  Eton,  Chaplain  to  Henry 
VIII  and  Archdeacon  of  Ely.  In  1544,  he  was  made  tutor  and  almoner 
of  the  young  king,  Edward  VI,  and  rose  to  be  Dean  of  Westminster. 

At  the  death  of  Edward,  Cox  was  arrested  on  suspicion  as  being 
concerned  in  Northumberland’s  plot  against  Mary.  He  was  impiisoned, 
deprived  of  preferments,  and  exiled,  not  to  return  until  Elizabeth  came  to 
the  throne.  He  preached  frequently  before  the  Queen,  and  accepted  the 
Bishopric  of  Ely,  Cathedral  City  of  the  fenland  where  the  Saxon  Saint — 
Queen  Etheldreda  founded  an  abbey  and  Hereward  the  Wake  held  out 
against  the  Normans.  He  translated  the  Book  of  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles 
and  Saint  Paul’s  Epistle  to  the  Romans  into  English  for  the  Bishop's  Bible, 
a  forerunner  of  the  King  James  Version. 

He  was  married  twice.  His  first  wife’s  name  is  unknown.  The  second 
wife,  1568,  was  Jane,  daughter  of  George  Auder,  alderman  of  Cambridge, 
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widow  of  William  Turner,  Dean  of  Wells.  Four  children  are  recorded: 
John,  Sir  Richard,  Roger,  and  Joanna,  who  married  John,  eldest  son  of 
Archbishop  Parker.  The  Reverend  Benjamin  Cox,  said  to  have  been  a 
grandson,  left  the  Established  Church  to  become  a  Baptist  leader. 

Portraits  of  Richard  Cox,  who  died  in  1581,  hang  in  King’s  College, 
Trinity  Hall,  Cambridge. 

We  turn  from  the  English  scene  to  the  American  adventure  of  six 
Cox  brothers  who  landed  on  these  shores,  supposedly  in  1765.  The 
Census  of  1790  indicates  that  Joseph  and  Richard  Cox  were  early  resi¬ 
dents  of  Huntingdon  County,  the  former’s  family  listing  two  males  more 
than  16  years  of  age,  one  male  under  16,  and  two  females.  Richard’s 
family  consisted  of  one  male  above  16,  one  male  under  sixteen,  and  three 
females.  Accordingly,  two  of  the  six  {mothers,  Joseph  and  Richard,  must 
have  established  themselves  in  Central  Pennsylvania.  A  third  brother, 
Jacob,  located  in  Ohio,  a  grandson,  James  Cox,  later  becoming  Governor 
of  that  State  and  Democratic  nominee  for  the  Presidency  of  the  United 
States.  Nothing  is  known  about  the  others,  but  one  is  said  to  have  located 
in  Baltimore,  Maryland,  one  in  Virginia,  and  one  in  Tennessee.  We  Coxes 
have  no  traces  of  these  and  but  scant  information  on  Richard  (See 
Chapter  9) . 

This  history  begins  in  detail  with  Joshua,  a  son  of  Richard,  wed  to 
Elizabeth  Spanogle  of  German  origin,  and  covers  their  progeny  to  the 
present  day. 

According  to  my  grandfather,  James  S.  Cox,  his  grandfather,  Richard 
Cox,  married  Esther  Ceese.  Grandfather  records  the  name  of  one  son 
Joshua,  and  of  seven  married  daughters.  As  contact  with  Joshua’s  sisters 
had  been  lost  long  before,  this  history  is  confined  to  ten  chapters,  each 
dedicated  to  one  of  the  ten  children  of  Joshua  and  Elizabeth  (Spanogle) 

None  of  the  Coxes  have  been  wealthy.  For  the  most  part,  they  have 
been  decent,  kind,  industrious,  useful  and  happy  people. 
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SPRING  MOUNT 

The  village  of  Spring  Mount  (Cross  Roads)  belongs  in  this  history 
as  Richard  Cox  brought  up  his  family  within  a  few  miles  and  we  are 
reasonably  sure  that  he  and  his  wife  are  buried  nearby.  A  number  of  the 
Spanogles,  who  owned  farms  one  mile  to  the  east,  lie  in  the  Spring  Mount 
Cemetery. 

Several  of  Joshua’s  sons  set  up  housekeeping  at  Spring  Mount.  His 
widow,  Elizabeth,  owned  property  and  spent  her  last  days  there.  Joshua 
and  Elizabeth,  together  with  several  children,  grandchildren  and  great¬ 
grandchildren,  are  buried  there.  Many  Cox  families  of  today  own  ceme¬ 
tery  lots  at  Spring  Mount.  Today’s  Church  of  the  Brethren  at  Spring 
Mount,  once  the  German  Baptist  (Dunker)  Church,  has  been  the  reli¬ 
gious  choice  of  many  of  the  Coxes  and  the  Spanogles. 

Spring  Mount  is  located  in  the  northernmost  part  of  Huntingdon 
County,  in  Warriors  Mark  Township,  at  the  intersection  (Cross  Roads) 
of  what  the  older  people  called  the  Pike,  a  road  running  from  Huntingdon 
Furnace  across  Bald  Eagle  Ridge  to  Bald  Eagle  Furnace  and  thence  over 
the  Alleghenies;  and  a  road  running  northeast  and  southwest,  known  as 
the  Great  Road  in  the  early  survey  of  a  road  between  Philadelphia  and 
Pittsburgh. 

History  has  it  that  there  passed  through  this  community  an  Indian 
war  trail  from  Hollidaysburg  to  Lock  Haven,  also  that  there  was  an 
Indian  village  here.  The  Indians  are  said  to  have  come  from  great  dis¬ 
tances  to  hold  their  annual  shooting  conclave  at  this  point.  This  is  sub¬ 
stantiated  in  part  by  the  finding  on  farms  of  several  stone  axes  and 
hundreds  of  arrowheads.  There  stands  today,  less  than  one-half  mile 
south  of  the  village,  a  huge  old  gnarled  oak,  crotched  at  a  convenient 
height  above  the  ground  for  the  placing  of  a  stone  as  a  target.  Evidently, 
the  early  settlers  evolved  the  name  Warriors  Mark  from  this  favorite 
Indian  mark.  The  last  native  Indian  in  the  Valley  was  Chrisley  Van 
Pool,  who  resided  near  Center  Line,  died  October  20,  1866,  at  the  age 
of  112  years,  and  was  buried  at  Spring  Mount. 

Spring  Mount  took  its  name  more  than  150  years  ago  from  its 
location  at  the  base  of  Bald  Eagle  Mountain  and  from  the  prevalence  of 
natural  springs  in  the  community.  Several  of  the  older  houses  had  walled 
springs  in  the  cellars.  Who  built  the  first  house  in  the  village  and  when  is 
not  known.  Some  of  the  original  buildings,  among  them  a  log  school 
house,  have  long  since  fallen  into  decay.  A  number  of  houses  standing 
and  in  good  repair  today  can  be  proved  to  be  150  years  old.  Ihe  area 
on  which  the  village  stands  was  probably  a  portion  of  the  Henry  Crider 
Farm,  later  owned  by  Diller  Buck,  then  by  Harry  Grazier,  being  known 
today  as  the  Edwin  Grazier  Farm.  Several  properties  at  the  west  side  are 
supposed  to  have  been  carved  from  the  John  and  Evan  Nearhoof  Farm. 
The  church  property  on  the  east  was  part  of  the  Jacob  Beck  Farm. 

Spring  Mount  has  never  been  without  some  kind  of  business  activ¬ 
ity.  The  grocery  store  and  the  blacksmith  shop  were  the  first  needs  of  the 
early  community.  According  to  records,  Jerry  Weaver  operated  a  grocery 
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store  on  the  present  site  of  the  Martin  Chronister  property,  the  original 
house  being  burned  down.  William  Stevens  conducted  the  business  at  the 
same  location.  Later,  Frank  Nearhoof  ran  his  own  grocery  on  the  corner 
across  from  Stevens.  In  1894,  Chronister  bought  this  business,  relocating 
it  on  his  own  property  and  running  it,  in  conjunction  with  a  slaughter¬ 
house,  until  he  went  out  of  the  grocery  business  in  1926.  He  maintained 
the  slaughterhouse  until  November,  1953,  when  it  burned  to  the  ground. 
He  reconstructed  the  buildings  a  few  months  later  and  continued  the 
butcher  business. 

Meanwhile,  Frank  Nearhoof  re-entered  the  grocery  business  on  his 
own  premises,  retiring  in  1930.  Next,  Walter  E.  Cox  operated  a  small 
grocery  store  in  his  father’s  old  cabinet  shop.  This  was  followed  by  the 
Chester  Stambaugh  and  Samuel  Carney  Store  at  the  original  Frank 
Nearhoof  location.  All  grocery  business  in  Spring  Mount  was  discontinued 
in  1948  because  of  good  roads  and  the  automobile  and  truck  delivery 
service  of  bakery  goods,  ice  cream,  oil,  etc.,  from  the  larger  towns. 

The  first  blacksmith  we  have  record  of  was  the  Meese  Blacksmith 
Shop  conducted  on  the  present  Geist  property.  The  building  was  torn 
down  forty  years  ago.  The  next  shop  was  operated  by  John  Whippo,  a 
Civil  War  veteran.  His  shop  and  residence  were  on  the  corner  opposite 
the  Martin  Chronister  Grocery  store.  Following  his  death,  his  son  Hamer 
took  charge  of  the  business  for  a  short  period;  then  the  second  son, 
Lawrence,  took  over  for  a  few  years.  He  was  followed  by  Charles 
McQuigg  who  operated  the  shop  a  few  years,  then  closed  up  and  moved 
away.  McQuigg  was  the  last  blacksmith  in  Spring  Mount.  Blacksmithing 
is  almost  a  lost  art.  Horse-shoeing  was  the  largest  item  of  the  blacksmith 
business  but  in  this  day  the  horse  is  replaced  by  the  automobile,  the  farm 
truck  and  tractor. 

The  iron  foundry  business  flourished  here  at  one  time.  About  1875, 
John  Hartsock  and  his  brother  built  a  foundry  on  the  present  Cox 
Funeral  Home  site  and  were  in  successful  operation  for  a  number  of 
years  when  they  sold  out  to  Perry  Minnick.  Perry  died  August  9,  1885, 
and  his  son,  William,  took  charge  of  the  business.  The  foundry  burned  to 
the  ground  in  1898  but  was  rebuilt  the  following  year  and  the  operation 
continued  until  1927  when  the  owner  retired  and  all  activity  ceased. 
Walter  E.  Cox  bought  the  property,  removed  the  foundry  buildings  and 
constructed  the  present  Cox  Funeral  Home. 

This  brings  us  to  what  is  the  oldest  continuous  business  enterprise  in 
the  community  to  stay  in  the  hands  of  one  family  —  that  of  Undertaking, 
established  in  1869  by  James  S.  Cox.  As  noted  in  Chapter  9,  James  had 
conducted  a  cabinet  shop  and  undertaking  business  in  Wisconsin  before 
returning  to  Pennsylvania.  In  that  day,  the  dead  were  preserved  by 
packing  ice  around  the  body  and  Grandfather  maintained  a  pond  and 
ice-house  in  connection  with  the  business.  The  writer  well  remembers 
the  egg-shaped  horse-drawn  hearse  with  six  carved  wooden  plumes 
gracing  the  top  of  the  vehicle. 

The  art  of  embalming  was  introduced  about  1890.  A  few  years 
later,  all  undertakers  were  required  to  pass  tests  and  have  licenses  to 
continue  in  business.  In  order  to  keep  the  business  in  the  family,  the  two 
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oldest  sons,  Walter  and  Porter,  passed  the  necessary  tests  and  both 
received  embalmers’  licenses  in  1895.  In  1900,  James  retired  and  Walter 
took  charge  of  the  business  while  Porter  turned  to  school  teaching. 
Walter  purchased  the  first  motorized  hearse  in  1917  and  a  few  years 
later,  built  a  funeral  home,  enjoying  a  very  good  trade  until  1937  when 
he  retired  because  of  ill  health.  His  youngest  son,  Bruce  E.,  continued 
the  work  until  his  death  in  February,  1953,  at  which  time  the  business 
fell  to  his  only  child,  James  W.  Cox.  Thus  today  we  find  the  undertaking 
business  still  in  the  Cox  name,  in  the  fourth  generation,  and  conducted 
at  the  same  location  in  which  it  started  in  1869. 

The  Church  of  the  Coxes  and  the  Spanogles  was  the  German  Baptist 
(Dunker)  Church,  established  in  Schwarzenau,  Germany,  in  1708,  by 
Alexander  Mack,  an  outgrowth  of  the  Pietistic  Movement.  Because  of 
severe  religious  persecutions  of  that  day,  many  church  families  fled  to 
America  in  1719,  locating  at  Germantown,  near  Philadelphia.  On  De¬ 
cember  25,  1723,  the  Church  was  fully  organized,  a  number  were  bap¬ 
tized  and  the  first  Love  Feast  and  Communion  Service  in  America  was 
held.  From  Germantown,  the  Church  advanced  westward  and,  in  1800, 
the  Spring  Mount  Congregation  was  established.  Services  were  held  in 
the  homes  of  the  members  until  1856  when  the  present  church  house  was 
erected  on  a  parcel  of  ground  deeded  from  the  Jacob  Beck  Farm.  As  far 
as  known,  these  are  the  first  ministers  who  labored  in  this  congregation: 
John  Spanogle,  Henry  Nearhoof,  Jacob  Beck  and  Samuel  M.  Cox.  (See 
Samuel  Marshall  Cox,  Chapter  2).  The  Spring  Mount  Church  is  the 
mother  church  of  the  Tyrone  and  Bellwood  Congregations.  I  he  denom¬ 
inational  name  was  changed  in  1908  to  “The  Church  of  the  Brethren”. 

There  are  two  cemeteries  at  Spring  Mount,  one,  on  the  east,  adja¬ 
cent  to  the  church  building,  the  other  on  the  west,  carved  from  the  John 
and  Evan  Nearhoof  Farm.  Joshua  and  Elizabeth  (Spanogle)  Cox  together 
with  a  number  of  their  Cox,  Spanogle  and  Eby  kinfolk  and  descendants, 
lie  at  rest  in  the  Nearhoof  plot,  some  of  the  graves  marked  only  by  flat 
field  stones.  James  S.  Cox  ninth  child  of  Joshua,  his  wife  Anna,  and  a 
number  of  his  progeny  are  in  the  plot  assigned  to  the  Church  House. 
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Grave  stones  of  Joshua  and  Elizabeth 
(Spanogle)  Cox,  Spring  Mount,  Pa.

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Joshua  Cox,  born  March  26,  1789,  two  miles  northeast  of  Spring 
Mount,  the  son  of  Richard  and  Esther  (Ceese)  Cox,  and  died  April  12, 
1845.  His  wife,  Elizabeth  Spanogle,  was  born  November  16,  1792,  one 
and  one-half  miles  east  of  Spring  Mount,  the  daughter  of  John  and 
Nancy  (Eby)  Spanogle  and  died  August  23,  1868.  The  Coxes  and 
Spanogles  were  residents  of  Warriors  Mark  Township  and  were  farmers 
by  occupation.  Joshua  and  Elizabeth  had  ten  children,  all  born  in  War¬ 
riors  Mark  Township  near  Center  Line.  Both  are  buried  at  Spring 
Mount.  These  are  the  ten  children: 


1.  JOHN  G.  COX,  born  June  12,  1814,  who  married  Elizabeth 
McClellan. 

2.  SAMUEL  MARSHALL  COX,  born  April  9,  1816,  who  married 
Nancy  Agnes  Beck. 

3.  JOSHUA  R.  COX,  born  August  18,  1819,  who  married  Elizabeth 
Ellen  Orlady. 

4.  ISAAC  W.  COX,  born  November  25,  1821,  who  was  married 
three  times.  His  second  wife  was  Phoebe  A.  Funk  and  his  third  wife, 
Elizabeth  Shultz. 

5.  JACOB  COX,  born  December  10,  1823,  who  married  Sara 
Hartzel. 

6.  RICHARD  COX,  born  May  11,  1826  and  died  in  infancy. 

7.  GEORGE  B.  COX,  born  May  11,  1828,  who  married  Margaret 
Spanogle. 

8.  NANCY  ANN  COX,  born  October  11,  1831,  who  married  John 
Engles. 

9.  JAMES  S.  COX,  born  August  31,  1833,  who  was  married  twice. 
His  first  wife  was  Hattie  Bascomb,  the  second  wife,  Anna  McAfee. 

10.  BENJAMIN  PATTON  COX,  born  September  30,  1835,  who 
married  Katherine  Bratton. 
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CHAPTER  I 

JOHN  G.  COX,  the  first  son  of  Joshua  and 
Elizabeth  (Spanogle)  Cox,  was  born  June  12,  1814. 
About  1850,  he  became  the  first  postmaster  of 
Tyrone  and  was  later  employed  by  the  P.  R.  R. 
Co.  He  married  Elizabeth  McClellan,  who  was  a 
cousin  of  George  B.  McClellan  (1826-1885),  Gen¬ 
eral  of  the  Union  Armies  during  the  Civil  War. 
They  had  five  children: 


1.  DORCAS  COX,  who  married  George  Rose  and  died  November 
27,  1932.  They  had  one  son: 

1.  HARVEY  ROSE,  who  died  in  August,  1945. 

2.  ELIZABETH  McCLELLAN  COX,  born  July  1,  1843,  died  May 
27,  1933.  She  married  John  Hays  Tinker  of  Philadelphia.  He  was 
foreman  of  the  P.  R.  R.  Co.,  Cabinet  Shop  in  Altoona  and  was 
born  March  3,  1835,  the  son  of  Joshua  and  Anna  Hays  Tinker. 
He  died  April  14,  1912.  They  had  these  children,  all  born  in 
Altoona,  Pa.,  except  Anna  Elizabeth,  and  all  dying  in  Philadelphia 
except  Mary. 

1.  SAMUEL  BUFFINGTON  TINKER,  born  April  15,  1861; 

died  March  22,  1935.  He  married  Sadie . ,  who 

died  in  childbirth.  Her  twin  babies  did  not  survive.  His 
second  wife  was  Margaret  Fern.  They  had  one  child: 

L  JOHN  EDGAR  TINKER,  born  February  8,  1891,  in 
Washington,  D.  C.  On  July  14,  1914,  he  married 
Charlotte  Brady  who  died  in  Jan.,  1924,  in  Philadel¬ 
phia.  He  is  on  the  P.  R.  R.  Police  Force.  He  had  two 
daughters: 

1.  DOROTHY  TINKER,  born  August  22,  1915, 
who  died  unmarried  December  14,  1943,  in  Phila¬ 
delphia. 

2.  BARBARA  TINKER,  born  November  3,  1916. 
On  November  5,  1945,  she  married  Albert  Krug. 
They  have  no  children. 

On  August  15,  1930,  John  married  as  his  second 
wife,  Dorothy  Lynch,  born  September  4,  1902.  They 
have  no  children. 

Samuel  Buffington  Tinker  married  as  his  third  wife, 
Evelyn  Ross,  a  native  of  Scotland.  They  had  one  child. 

1.  EVELYN  ROSS  TINKER,  born  July  12,  1911.  On 
December  28,  1935,  she  married  Vincent  Bartie,  born 
November  22,  1913,  at  Sloatsburg,  N.  Y.  He  was  in 
the  U.  S.  Military  service  during  World  War  II,  and 
is  employed  by  the  Vaccum-Sacony  Oil  Co.,  Paulsboro, 
N.  J.  They  have  two  sons:

He  was 
Bishop  of  the  Warriors  Mark  (Spring  Mount)  congregation  for  upwards 
of  twenty-five  years.  His  motto  reflects  well  the  life  of  the  man;  ‘Have 
communion  with  few,  be  intimate  with  One,  deal  justly  with  all,  speak 
evil  of  none.’

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CHAPTER  IX 

JAMES  STEPHENSON  COX,  the  ninth  child, 
was  born  August  31,  1833,  and  died  January  13, 

1914.  The  following  historical  sketch  written  by 
himself,  gives  us  a  more  intimate  view  of  James 
than  of  any  other  of  Joshua’s  children: 

Spring  Mount,  Huntingdon  County,  Pa. 

February  15,  1907 

Upon  request  of  my  son,  Charles,  I  have  con¬ 
sented  to  write  a  brief  history  of  my  younger  days. 

My  father’s  name  was  Joshua  Cox,  and  Mother’s 
name,  Elizabeth  Spanogle,  daughter  of  John  Span- 
ogle.  My  grandfather,  Richard  Cox,  owned  two 

large  farms,  one  mile  west  of  Center  Line,  containing  about  three-hun¬ 
dred  acres,  which  at  his  death  was  willed  to  Grandmother  to  live  on  until 
her  death,  then  to  be  divided  among  the  heirs.  To  my  grandmother  and 
grandfather  were  born  the  following  children:  Mrs.  Richards,  Mrs.  Mc¬ 
Coy,  Mrs.  McClellan,  Mrs.  Harpster,  Mrs.  Merryman,  Mrs.  Stephenson 
and  Joshua,  is  all  that  I  recall,  unless  Hiram  Shorts  married  another  girl. 
I  can  remember  Grandma  (Esther  Geese?)  Cox  as  she  lived  with  Father 
and  Mother  when  I  was  quite  small.  Before  the  children  were  all  of  age, 
Mr.  Gilbert  Lloyd  lived  as  renter  on  the  upper  farm  and  he  finally  per¬ 
suaded  Grandmother  to  sell  him  that  farm,  although  it  was  evident  he 
couldn’t  get  a  clear  title  as  it  was  to  go  to  the  children  at  her  death. 
Nevertheless,  she  sold  the  farm  and  years  afterward  the  children  looked 
up  the  matter  and  could  have  taken  the  farm;  but  considering  that  Lloyd 
had  paid  good  money  for  the  farm,  and  that  it  would  break  him  up  if 
they  did,  they  finally  consented  to  drop  the  matter. 


About  this  time,  or  a  little  later,  an  uncle  of  my  father  (  ? )  died 
in  Baltimore,  Md.,  owning  a  large  part  of  the  land  on  which  the  city 
now  stands,  also  a  large  chest  containing  his  money,  which  they  say  it 
took  four  men  to  lift.  The  whole  of  it  was  willed  to  my  father.  But  if 
you  have  read  the  history  of  the  Indians  in  Juniata  Valley,  you  will 
understand  why  father  didn’t  risk  his  life  to  go  to  Baltimore  to  secure  his 
treasure.  What  became  of  Uncle’s  property  I  don’t  know. 

To  father  and  mother  were  born  ten  children  as  follows:  Richard, 
who  died  in  infancy,  John,  Samuel,  Joshua,  Isaac  W.,  Jacob,  George  B., 
Nancy  A.,  James  S.,  and  Benjamin  Patton.  We  were  all  born  and  raised 
on  the  lower  farm  which  father  bought  from  the  other  heirs.  The  farm 
was  new,  only  partly  cleared,  and  I  well  remember  when  he  built  the 
house  in  which  he  lived  until  his  death  in  1845.  The  large  sugar  tree 
which  Father  trimmed  with  his  pen  knife  still  stands  in  front  of  the 
house  by  the  roadside.  In  those  days  he  was  counted  a  heavy  farmer, 
keeping  six  horses:  and  during  the  months  that  he  wasn’t  kept  busy  with 
the  farm  work,  he  would  haul  pig  metal  from  the  furnaces  around  hei  e 
to  Pittsburgh  with  his  six-horse  team.  He  died  of  erysipelas  when  I  was 
fifteen  years  of  age  and  Mother  was  left  with  three  children  at  home. 
John  did  the  farming  for  about  four  years,  when  the  farm  was  sold  to 
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Dr.  Engles,  but  Mother’s  third  stayed  in,  also  her  right  to  the  house  so 
long  as  she  desired  to  live  there. 

At  eighteen  years  of  age,  I  went  to  Warriors  Mark  and  served 
three  years,  learning  the  cabinet  and  chairmaking  trade.  At  the  end  of 
this  period,  Mother  bought  the  (Minick?)  property  at  Cross  Roads  and 
lived  there  the  remainder  of  her  life. 

About  1855,  I  started  for  Kansas,  stopped  off  at  Franklin  Grove, 
Illinos,  and  visited  Uncle  Jacob  Buck  and  Aunt  Nancy.  I  then  went  to 
Polo,  Illinois  and  a  little  later,  one  mile  further  to  the  old  town  of 
Buffalo  Grove  where  I  met  Cousin  Henry  Buck.  From  there  I  visited 
Uncle  Abraham  and  family.  I  then  went  back  to  Henry’s  and  he  hired 
me  to  help  him  farm.  During  that  summer,  I  broke  60  acres  of  new  prai¬ 
rie  land.  I  remained  with  him  a  couple  years;  and  the  last  fall  I  was  there, 
we  took  an  overland  trip  by  carriage  through  Iowa  —  himself,  his  wife 
and  a  young  lady,  Harriet  Bascom,  who  had  been  there  sewing  frequent¬ 
ly,  and  I  made  up  the  party.  I  became  very  much  attached  to  the  young 
lady  and  the  next  fall  we  were  married. 

Her  father  owned  a  large  farm  about  one  mile  from  the  old  town, 
worth  about  $9000.  The  next  summer  I  built  a  house  in  Polo  and 
worked  at  the  carpenter  trade  for  some  time.  In  1860,  I  sold  out  and 
moved  to  Pickwick,  Minnesota,  one  mile  west  of  the  Mississippi  river. 
I  was  there  for  two  years,  then  moved  to  Trempealean,  Wisconsin,  on 
the  bank  of  the  Mississippi  river  where  I  ran  a  cabinet  and  undertaking 
business.  I  had  been  there  two  years  when  I  lost  my  health,  sold  out  and 
returned  to  Illinois  where  the  physicians  advised  me  to  return  to  Penn¬ 
sylvania  at  once  if  I  wished  ever  to  see  my  friends  again.  So  I  returned 
to  Pennsylvania  where  I  soon  regained  my  health. 

To  my  first  wife  were  born  three  children.  One  died  in  Illinois, 
aged  six  months;  one  at  Cross  Roads,  aged  two  years;  and,  when  the 
third  was  only  two  weeks  old,  my  wife  passed  away,  leaving  Clarence 
and  me  alone.  I  paid  Mary  Weston  to  keep  the  boy  until  he  was  two 
years  old. 

In  1867,  I  married  Anna  McAfee  and  to  this  union  were  born  six 
children:  Walter  E.,  Porter  J.,  Ira  V.,  Nellie  E.,  Charles  L.  and  Ralph 
H.  I  went  to  housekeeping  the  next  spring  after  I  was  married,  in  what 
is  at  present  the  Geist  property,  lived  there  one  year  while  working  at 
Philipsburg  in  the  sash  factory.  The  next  spring  I  bought  Harry  Krider 
out,  moved  in  where  I  now  live,  fixed  up  one  end  of  the  house  as  a  work¬ 
shop  where  I  carried  on  the  cabinet  making  and  undertaking  business. 
In  1879,  I  paid  Henry  Krider  $50  for  one-fourth  acre  of  ground  and 
built  the  shop.  About  the  same  time,  I  bought  the  land  on  the  ridge  and 
the  boys  and  I  went  to  work  to  clear  it.  I  then  paid  Diller  Buck  $50  for 
one-half  an  acre  and  built  the  barn  and  today  have  a  very  pleasant 
country  home  with  all  kinds  of  choicest  fruit. 

JAMES  STEPHENSON  COX 
(Contributed  by  Rev.  C.  L.  Cox  of  Claysburg,  Pa.) 

From  the  foregoing  we  find  that  James  was  married  twice.  On 
February  17,  1858,  he  married  Hattie  Bascom,  whose  home 
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was  near 


Polo,  Illinois.  Hattie  was  born  March  1,  1833,  and  died  October  1,  1864, 
soon  after  the  birth  of  her  third  child,  at  Spring  Mount.  She  is  buried 
at  Spring  Mount  and  her  grave  stone  carries  these  words: 

“Go  home  dear  friends, 

Wipe  off  your  tears; 

Here  I  must  lay 
Till  Christ  appears.” 

These  children  were  born  to  the  first  marriage: 

1.  SILBIE  COX,  born  February  20,  1859,  in  Polo,  Illinois,  died 
September  19,  1859,  and  is  buried  in  Polo. 

2.  ELMER  COX,  born  February  21,  1862,  at  Spring  Mount,  died 
July  10,  1863,  and  is  buried  beside  his  mother. 

3.  CLARENCE  B.  COX,  born  September  19,  1864,  at  Spring 
Mount.  In  early  manhood  Clarence  returned  to  his  mother  s 
people  near  Polo,  Illinois;  correspondence  ceased  and  we  have 
no  further  record. 

The  second  marriage  occurred  January  3,  1867,  when  he  married 
Anna  McAfee  of  Stormstown,  Pa.  Anna  was  born  September  5,  1847. 
They  went  to  housekeeping  in  the  Geist  property  at  Spring  Mount 
where  their  first  child,  Walter,  was  born.  One  year  later  James  bought 
the  Harry  Krider  place  where  he  and  Anna  lived  the  rest  of  their  days. 
It  was  on  this  property  that  he  established  the  cabinet  making  and 
undertaking  business.  (See  History  of  Spring  Mount.)  Anna  died  in 
1932  and  is  buried  with  her  husband  in  the  Spring  Mount  Chuich  ol 
the  Brethren  cemetery.  Six  children  were  born  to  the  second  marriage; 

1.  WALTER  EMORY  COX,  born  September  12,  1868.  On  Febru¬ 
ary  23,  1892,  he  married  Bertha  M.  Laird,  born  February  12, 
1876,  near  Bald  Eagle.  He  followed  the  moulders’  trade  until 
1899  when  he  took  up  the  undertaking  business  with  his  father, 
having  been  granted  embalmer’s  license,  June  7,  1895.  He  was 
also  a  painter  and  paperhanger  and  led  an  active  life  until  1936 
when  he  retired.  He  gave  much  time  and  energy  to  the  chuich, 
serving  as  a  Deacon  from  early  manhood,  and  as  Sunday-school 
superintendent  for  twenty-five  years.  He  died  June  10,  1940, 
his  wife  died  July  7,  1937;  and  both  are  buried  in  the  Spiing 
Mount  Church  of  the  Brethren  cemetery.  They  had  six  childien, 
all  born  at  Spring  Mount: 

1.  HARVEY  PAUL  COX,  born  January  21,  1893.  He 
entered  the  P.  R.  R.  shop  offices  in  Altoona  in  November, 
1915,  and  in  February,  1917,  went  to  Akron,  Ohio,  where 
he  was  employed  in  the  B.  F.  Goodrich  rubber  shops.  On 
September  14,  1918,  he  married  Essie  M.  Walker,  bom 
April  3,  1899,  at  Adolphus,  Kentucky,  the  daughter  of 
David  P.  and  Robbie  (Stone)  Walker.  On  October  21, 
1921,  he  reentered  the  service  of  the  P.  R.  R.  in  Altoona 
as  a  shop  clerk,  where  he  remained  until  retirement,  Janu- 
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ary  1,  1947.  During  this  time,  he  served  in  the  Supervisor 
of  Expenditures  office  for  more  than  three  years  and,  was 
Accident  and  Compensation  Clerk  in  the  Superintendent’s 
Office,  Altoona  Car  Shops.  His  residence  was  in  Bellwood 
from  1925  to  1947  during  which  time  he  was  licensed  as  a 
minister  in  the  Church  of  the  Brethren,  being  installed  into 
the  full  ministry,  April  30,  1931,  and  ordained  an  Elder 
June  23,  1936.  He  served  the  Bellwood  church  as  part-time 
pastor  from  1930  to  1940.  In  October,  1947,  he  purchased 
the  Alice  (Gensamore)  Nearhoof  property  in  Spring  Mount 
and  located  there.  They  had  one  daughter: 

1.  ALICE  ROBERTA  COX,  born  August  16,  1919,  in 
Akron,  Ohio.  She  graduated  from  the  Antis  Township 
High  School,  class  of  1937,  and  took  up  music,  study¬ 
ing  piano  and  pipe-organ  in  Altoona.  She  entered  the 
State  Hospital  for  Crippled  Children,  Elizabethtown, 
Pa.,  October  1,  1942,  as  a  nurse  attendant  and  died 
suddenly  on  the  22nd  of  the  same  month.  She  was 
unmarried  and  is  buried  at  Spring  Mount. 

2.  KENTON  M.  COX,  born  April  26,  1894.  He  was  em¬ 
ployed  for  a  short  time  by  the  P.  R.  R.  in  Tyrone,  Pa.,  then 
went  to  Akron,  Ohio,  where  he  was  employed  in  the  Good¬ 
year  Rubber  Co.  plant.  He  attended  Lancaster  Business 
College  and  on  June  10,  1922,  he  married  Clara  Witmer 
of  Lancaster,  Pa.
